Action line 


Isn't there a city ordinance that keeps 


trains from blocking a street for an 
unreasonably long time? When we 
come to Corsicana, we sometimes get 
held up by trains for as much as 30 
minutes at a railroad crossing. Today, 
the train even blocked an ambulance 
and the driver had to find an alternate 
route. 


My complaint is what can be done 


about trains blocking roadways longer 
than time limits allowed by city or- 
dinances. I have been told that a certain 
railroad company has asked police not 
to ticket the conductor, but to leave the 
ticket with the local station, and they 
would pay it. When a lot of other 
violators are caught violating the law, 
they are taken to jail or Immediately 
before a judge. 


No train may block a city intersection 


for more than five minutes at any one 
time, according to the Corsicana City 
Code. Blocking an intersection for more 
than five minutes is a misdemeanor 
offense, with a fine of up to $200. 


Last year, Corsicana city police 


issued more than a dozen citations to' 
railroad employes for breaking that 
ordinance, Police Chief Don Massey 
said. 


But the problems in enforcing the 


ordinance are somewhat more com- 
plicated than they first appear. For a 
ticket to be issued, a police officer must 
either witness the offense or a citizen 
must come to police headquarters and 
file a formal complaint. These are the 
only two ways that a citation may be 
issued. 


To sign a complaint, a citizen must 


know the train number and caboose 
number (both of which are painted on 
the trains) and must know about what 
time the offense occurred. 


Obviously, by the time a complaint 


can be signed by an individual, the train 
in question usually has time to precede 
out of the city. 


Tickets are often taken to the local 


Southern Pacific agent, who sends 
them to Ennis for disposition 
by 


railroad officials there. 


When a train blocks an intersection 


for a half hour or more, Massey ex- 
plained, it is almost always because of 
mechanical problems. If a power line 
somewhere on the train breaks, for 
instance, 
then federal 
regulations 


prohibit that train from moving — no 
matter where it's stopped — until the 
power in the engine is completely 
recharged so that the breaks work. In 
such instances, the railroads choose to 
obey the federal law at the risk of a 
possible city tickfit.. 


I have been hearing about the free 


courses that are being offered at 
Navarro College. Is this a rumor or is it 
true? If so, what are the courses of- 
fered? Are they free, or will I be asked 
to pay a fee after I enroll? Are there 
any type of certificates offered If the 
course is completed? Who may 
I 


contact about the courses, if this in- 
formation is true? 


Ken Martin, director of Special 


Projects for Navarro, assures you that 
your information is true. 


Since 1974, Navarro has 
offered 


several vocational courses at no cost to 
students. These courses presently being 
offered include office occupations, air 
conditioning and refrigeration repair, 
machine tools, radio-television repair, 
and welding. 


There is no tuition or fees charged to 


anyone who qualifies for 
these 


programs, before or after they enroll, 
Martin said. 


However, students participating in 


the program must qualify under 
economic or educational guidelines of 
the program as specified by the Texas 
Education Agency. 


"Everything needed for the courses 


is furnished free of charge to qualifying 
students," Martin added. All that is 
asked of the students is that they attend 
classes and be willing to learn one of the 
trades mentioned." 


Martin said that a certificate is of- 


fered to any student who, in the in- 
structor's opinion, has progressed to an 
employable skills level. Anyone in- 
terested in inquiring about these 
courses may contact Martin at his 
office in the Technical Arts Building on 
campus, or by calling him at 872-2801. 


Recently I checked with Navarro 


College on courses available under the 
GI Bill. Courses I was interested in 
were not available, but I was told that I 
might as well come ahead and sign up 
to get the money. I understand that 
checks are made out to people monthly 
for attending part-time classes. Paid 
direct instead of paying for schooling. 
Can you determine how much money is 
spent by the government for this, 
through Navarro College, monthly? 


Since GI benefits are paid directly to 


students, instead of through Navarro 
College, the college keeps no account of 
how much in benefits are paid through 
the GI bill. 


A change in the law within the past 


year altered the way GI benefits are 
paid, incidentally. Formerly, the first 
check was sent to the college to insure 
that students were enrolled, but now all 
checks go directly to the veteran. 


In response to your question, the 


college denied that counselors en- 
courage veterans to enroll just to get 
the benefits. 


"Veterans entering Navarro College 


are provided counseling to assist them 
in reaching their educational goals," 
Dean of Instruction Lary Reed replied. 
"They are not encouraged to enroll just 
to get the money." 


"The amount of benefits received by 


the veteran is not determined by the 
College, but rather by the Veterans 
Administration," Director of Student 
Services Steve Gardner added. 
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TYC wants offenders kept from homes

director of the Texas Youth 
Council says judges and the 
legal system are to blame for 
some of the recent problems 
with status offenders in TYC 
homes. 


Ron Jackson, TYC executive 


director, has asked Sen. Jack 
Ogg of Houston and Rep. John 
Wilson of La Grange to sponsor 
a bill which would stop judges 
from sending status offenders to 
the TYC. 


The intent of the bill is to 


reverse the effect of legislation 
passed in 1975, which gave 
judges the discretion of sending 
the status offender 
to the 


Corsicana State Home, West 
Texas Children's Home near 
Monahans, and the Waco State 
Home.

children. The status offender is 
a chronic truant or runaway. 
The mixture of the status of- 
fender with the more tame 
neglected children has caused a 
furor since the legislation went 
into effect in 1975. 


"You can't believe what a 


problem this is," Jackson said. 
"These people in these towns 
are historically used to dealing 
with 
orphans. 
We started 


sending them status offenders. 
They have torn up the schools 
and got everyone upset. A lot of 
those kids are hell on wheels." 


In Corsicana, State Home 


administrators say the problem 
has subsided considerably since 
status offenders now go to a new 
facility 
in 
Crockett 
(see 


separate story,) but that so long 
as the law remains unchanged 
the potential exists for status 
offenders once again to be sent 
back to Corsicana. 


Jackson blames judges and 


the legal system for his recent 
problems at the dependent and 
neglected homes. 


MANY JUDGES, HE con- 


tends, allow attorneys to plea 
bargain 
their 
young, 


sophisticated clients out of a 
stay at one of the TYC in- 
stutitions 
for 
juvenile 


delinquents and into a stay at 
the less strict orphan homes. 


"They (the judges) see us as a 


last resort," said Jackson. 


Many of Texas approximately 


18,000 status offenders — about 
50 per cent are girls — should be 
sent to the Texas Department of 
Welfare 
or 
to 
the 
Texas 


Department of Mental Health- 
Mental Retardation, according 


to Jackson, who paints his 
agency as a dumping ground for 
all kinds of children who don't 
belong there. 


Although there are still some 


of the status offenders at the 
orphan homes, Jackson says he 
is not hearing any significant 
complaints 
from 
Corsicana, 


Waco or Monahans. 


"THE KIDS THAT we are all 


hung up on and don't know what 
to do with are all at Crockett," 
Jackson said. "I don't believe it 
to be the problem it was before 


in Waco, Corsicana and West 
Texas." 


Jackson 
is not optimistic 


about 
his 
bill 
passing 
the 


legislature this session. He is 
certain, 
however, that 
the 


lawmakers must do something 
to clearly 
determine 
which 


state 
agency 
should 
have 


jurisdiction 
over 
specific 


groups of children. 


"It is just too big a problem 


having status offenders 
co- 


mingling with our dependent 
and neglected children," he 
said. 


Offenders liability to State Home

Officials at the Corsicana State Home 


say they hope that legislation currently 
pending in Austin will correct a 
procedural problem which has allowed 
juvenile delinquents to be sent to to the 
same state facilities as dependent and 
neglected children. 


At issue is the question of who will 


handle the so-called "status offender" 
—a juvenile who has violated a court 
directive or who has committed what is 
considered a "minor offense." 


While the "status 
offender" 


category is well defined by current 
statute, it is also easier in many cases 
for a delinquent to be adjudicated a 
"status offender" than to prove more 
serious charges leveled against that 
juvenile suspect. 


AS EXPLAINED BY State Home 


Supt. Jack Anderson, the backlog of 
juvenile cases in Texas which has been 
estimated at between 17,000 and 18,000 
unresolved cases— has put pressure on 
state courts to dispense with as many 
cases as rapidly as possible. Such 
circumstances sometimes mean that, 
because of expediency, a juvenile who 
might acutally have committed a 
criminal offense ends up judged a 
status offender. 


And, while Anderson said that this is 


the exception more than the rule, the 
few who do end up as status offenders 
often create problems for Texas Youth 
Council (TYC) facilities designed to 
house 
dependent 
and 
neglected 


children. 


Legislation to be considered during 


the current session of the 
Texas 


Legislature would ammend Senate Bill 
247, which currently remands status 
offenders to the custody of the TYC. 
The TYC then must assign those 
juveniles to one of their three main 
facilities, the Corsicana Home, the 
Waco State Home, or the West Texas 
State Home. 


ONCE THAT STUDENT is assigned, 


under the current law, the Home has no 
way of asking for transfer of the student 
if he or she is found to be delinquent, or 
to cause trouble in the community, or to 
be otherwise unable to function in an 
"open campus" situation. 


"The intent of the (original) law was 


good," Anderson said, "byt some of 
these problems weren't forseen. As it 
stands now, a child can be determined 
by the TYC to be delinquent but 


perhaps they think he shouldn't be 
mixed with other delinquents. But, if 
later the kid can't fit into our program, 
the (current) law prevents the State 
Home from transferring such kids to 
more structured homes in the state." 


The local facility, until last Sep- 


tember, served as receiving center for 
all the state's status offenders. During 
the year that that was the case, local 
officials were plagued with problems in 
the community, in the schools, and in 
local churches open to delinquent 
students. 


THE PROBLEMS, including the 


major problem of runaways, tarnished 
the State Home's standing in the 
community, Anderson said, and has 
caused considerable problems for the 
majority of students at the home who 
have never committed an offense or 
caused any problems. That impact is 
still being felt, he said, although the 
Home has received only about a dozen 
status offenders since last September. 


"An excess of these kids is too much a 


burden for communities like ours to 
handle," Anderson said. "Any time a 
kid commits a crime, there must be 
punishment for that crime. Yet, the 
local courts are the ones which become 
overloaded with these cases and local 
taxpayers are the ones who have to pay 
the cost for these court hearings." 


Anderson said he felt the solution 


rests with each community providing 
programs and alternate solutions to 
handle juveniles in their own area, 
rather than in relocating such students 
in new communities. 


Status offenders are now sent to a 


correctional-residential facility near 
Crockett which emphasizes outdoor 
skills. That facility currently serves as 
the receiving center for all status of- 
fenders. 


"A GREAT DEAL OF our problems 


have subsided since the center was 
switched to Crockett," Anderson said. 
"We are now back to the purpose for 
which we were created, which is to 
provide guidance and a home for 
dependent and neglected kids." 


But Anderson and his staff see the 


Crockett facility as a stop-gap measure 
at best. 


"My concern is that when Crockett 


fills up, these kids are still going to have 
to go somewhere,"he said, "and we are 
one of the places they can still be sent. 
The law right now is a log-jam, but the 
new bill would give state homes some

selectivity over it's intake that they 
don't have now." 


The victims in all this, Anderson said, 


are the students themselves. 


"When a kid comes here, regardless 


of his legal status, he is the same to us," 
Anderson 
explained. "I 
don't 
like 


putting our kids into all these 
categories, saying one is a "status 
offender" and another is something 
else. If a kid can fit into our program 
and be helped by it, it's fine. But this 
isn't always possible under the law we 
have now." 


TO ALTER HIS PROGRAM to handle 


status offenders. Anderson said, would 
require doing away with the open 


campus arrangement he says is 
necessary 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 


majority of residents. 


"To close this campus and have our 


own schools, our own church, our own 
everything instead of working within 
the community would completely 
reverse our concept and what we are 
trying to to," Anderson said. "Our main 
business is in helping kids who have no 
home or who have had to be taken from 
bad environments. We are trying to 
help them adjust to society and they 
need to be a part of the community. 


"We're proud of many of the things 


our kids out here are doing," he added, 
"and I think the community should be 
proud, too." 


Local JPs, lawyers have different 
views of proposed hot check law 


Local officials in Navarro 


County disagree on proposed 
legislation that would increase 
the penalties for writing hot 
checks. 


The Penal Code now makes it 


a 
class 
C 
misdemeanor, 


carrying a fine up to $200, to 
knowingly write a check against 


an insufficient bank balance. 


The 
proposed 
legislation, 


introduced by Rep. Fred Head 
of Athens, would set a sliding 
scale of penalties, ranging from 
a $200 fine for a check under $5 
to 2 to 20 years in prison for a 
check above $10,000. An in- 
dividual would get 2 to 10 for 
writing a $200 hot check.

Both JP's feel that upping the 


penalties will just make it 
harder for the merchants to 
collect. Wilson says that people 
often come in and pay off a hot 
check and the charges are 
dropped. 


However, District Attorney 


Pat Batchelor feels that mer- 
chants are 
not getting the 


protection they are entitled to 
under the present law. 


"The 
merchants 
need 


protection, and they are not 
getting it," Batchelor says. He 
adds that habitual offenders 
should not be allowed to write 
checks. 


County 
Judge 
Rob Dunn 


agrees with Batchelor on this 
point. 


"I think habitual hot check 


writers should not be allowed to 
open bank accounts. Then all 
you would have to deal with 
would be people that can't 


balance their check books," 
Dunn says. 


Batchelor says that under the 


present law it is hard for his 
office to build a case. 


According 
to 
Batchelor 


people that write a bad check 
have ten days to pay it off 
before charges are filed against 
them. He explains that it is 
these people who just disregard 
that opportunity that his office 
has difficulty with. 


Batchelor said that under the 


present law his office must 
describe the items purchased 
with a hot check. 


"The law states that you must 


sufficiently describe the item or 
items bought with the check. 
How are you going to describe a 
bag of groceries? It's just hard 
for us to make a case with 
something like that," he said. 


The DA termed the present 


law "all right" but added that 
the purpose of the law should be 
to get the crime to stop. 


Some of the criticism (if the 


proposed legislation has been 
that its purpose is to create 
employment 
for 
lawyers. 


Batchelor says that "of course 
it will, but you have to look at it 
from the point of view of what is 
going to deter people from 
writing a hot check." 


JP Wilson says that in a small 


community the best way to 
handle the situation is on an 
individual case basis. Wilson, 
O'Neal and Batchelor agree 
that collections in the county is 
not a big problem.

Green bill would aid Ennis

AUSTIN - State Rep. Forrest 


Green of Emhouse has in- 
troduced 
four 
pieces 
of 


legislation for consideration by 
the Texas House this session, 
including 
one bill designed 


specifically to help Ennis. 


Green's House Bill 621 would 


allow all cities operating under 
erroneous water rights permits 
to correct the permits without 
refiling for the permit. 


Green, contacted last week at 


his Austin office, says he in- 
troduced the bill to help Ennis, 
although it would take care of 
any other similar problems. 


The representative explains 


that the water rights permit 
issued to Ennis in 1939 in- 
correctly figures the number of 
acre feet of water for Ennis' 
New City Lake. 


Green says that the Water 


Rights 
Commission, 
upon 


discovering this error, now 
wants Ennis to refile for the 
permit, paying the fees once 
again 
and 
again 
notifying 


people downstream of their 
intentions. 


His bill, he explains, would 


allow Ennis, and other cities 
that might face the same 
situation, to correct its present 
permit and avoid the red tape 


now required. 


Green 
says 
the 
en- 


tanglements are particularly 
unnecessary since Ennis has 
been using the lake water 
without any conflicts from other 
cities ever since the lake was 
finished. 


Green says activity in the 


capital this session is more 
hectic than usual and he credits 
the new pre-filing system for 
this. Under the new system, 
legislators were allowed to file 
their bills prior to the opening of 
the session. 


By getting the 
bills 
in 


earlier, action on the measures 
also begins sooner. As an 


example of this, Green's bill to 
help Ennis was referred to the 
Natural Resources Committee 
Jan. 24, the last date any of his 
four bills was sent to com- 
mittee. 


Also in the Natural Resources 


Committee is Green's bill to 
exempt non-profit rural water 
supply 
corporations 
from 


regulation by the Public Utility 
Commission. 


Green's other two pieces of 


legislation concern themselves 
with proper labeling of cattle 
feeds. 


His H.B. 254 pertains to dry 


feed and Green says 
he's 


concerned that manufacturers 


"put 01 the tag what they've put 
in the feed." 


While he says this seems like 


a simple matter, Green says 
that presently there is no way of 
telling what is in the feeds. 


The problem is particularly 


bad in liquid feeds, Green says, 
which is what he is trying to 
eliminate in H.B. 440. He says 
that manufacturers have added 
water to dilute feeds or, if the 
mix is too thin, add "drilling 
mud" to give the liquid feed 
more body. 


Both of these measures have 


been referred to the House 
Agriculture 
and 
Livestock 


Committee.

readings, group discussions,

Total cost of the program will 


be approximately $700. The 
figure includes tuition and fees, 
lodging, meals, textbooks, and 
transportation.
